old and Afridis, Turks and Balkan 
peoples of today. 


"The Boers' so called farms are as 


nature made them, merely leaches of 
veldt whereon cattle graze. 
^-"On each one there is some home 
but its surrounding-s are almost invar- 
iably more repellant and disorderly 
than any houses I ever saw, except the 
cabins of the freed slaves in the United 
States. 


"Their camps and strong-holds from 


which we routed them are the filthiest 
places I have known men o£ any sort 
live in. 


"As to their bravery and honor I 


have seen and heard sufficient to fill 
a page of the Daily Mail, with ac- 
counts of their cowardly and dastardly 
behavior before I came to Kimberler, 
but here I find they have been, guilty 
of different original enormities. 


"Hre they killed our wounded and 


laid their bodies in a row. 


"Here they armed many blacks to 


fight against us, showing all the world 
how scandalously fraudulent were their 
exclamations of horror at the idea of 
our 
employing the 
native Indian 


troops. 


"There have hardlv been a battle in 


which the Boers have not abused either 
the white flag or the Geneva cross, or 
both. 


"At Spion Kop our people saw them 


loading Maxims in ambulances in or- 
der to get them safely away.

This I saw them do at Moflder River 


also, and K'liberley is where the Boers 
shelled the funeral cortege of George 
L Abram, an American. 


"At many places they fired on our 


ambulances. I saw them do it at Mod- 
der River and I saw them fire on our 
stretcher-bearers in that battle time 
and time again. 


"When we entered Jacobsdale it look- 


ed like a city of doctors. Every man 
in the streets wore a Red Cross band- 
age on his arm. These were the men 
who had just been shooti-V: us behind 
the garden walls. 


"There was nothing novel or orisr- 


inal about their seeking the cowardly 
shelter of ihe doctor's badge. We Taave 
become finite accustomed to it.

once entered a Boeij laager after a vic- 
tory and found 27 of these bogus doc- 
tors and eigiht wounded for their pa- 
tients.

Many "Insurgents" Fall in Line 


on Porto Eican Compro- 


mise Bill 


Washington, March 29.—The agree- 


ment of all factions concerned that n 
vote on Puerto Rico shall be taken in tlv 
penate on Tuesday afternoon is a pretty 
fair sign that enough of the insurgents 
have b»en won over to put the success 
of the compromise bill pretty well be- 
yond question. 
^lie belief is general 


that the insurgents \vho stand out to 
the end will dwindle down to a half 
dozen. 
The men who are now marked 


as doubtful are Beveridge and Hoar, but 
it is probable that both will be among the 
senators who will speak between now 
and Tuesday afternoon, and that they 
will seize the opportunity to make plain 
the grounds upon which they consent to 
accept a part of what they Wish, rather 
than lose the whole. 


An important utterance was made on 


the bill by Mr. Davis (Minn.), who advo- 
cated free trade between the United 
States and Puerto Rico. His principal 
proposition was that the necessary 
money to be raised by taxation should 
not be raised by a duty levied upon 
Puerto Rican products, but by an in- 
ternal revenue tax levied upon rum and 
tobacco produced on the island. This 
system, he thought, would better suit 
the people of the United States and thoff 
of Puerto Rico than the proposed tariff 
and would be just, equitable and con- 
stitutional. 


Mr. Davis said he did not think it was 


necessary for him to enter upon a con- 
stitutional discussion of the 
subject. 


While he deemed the question very im- 
portant he regarded it as entirely non- 
partisan. His remarks, he said, would 
be directed to the house bill, which had 
l~ecome a part of the senate measure. 
He f.iid that it could not be denied that 
from the time the measure was reported 
to the house until today there had been 
a rising- tide of protest against it. and 
that protest had culminated in righteous 
Indignation. It was based upon the 
principle iTr.it Puerto Rico, under all the 
circiirr'Uar.ee?, should have free trade 
with the United States. Mv. Davis main- 
tained thr.t a tariff could not be levied 
as between Puerto Rico ancl the United 
States, although it was perfectly com- 
petent for congress to provide for the 
collection of internal revenue taxes on 
the island. 


Mr. Davis contended that the amend- 


ment that he had proposed would go far 
to appease the storm of protest and in- 
dignation which had arieen and would 
satisfy the people of this country and 
the Puerto Ricans themselves. "If I 
Interpret the signs of times in this coun- 
try," he said, ''there is intense opposi- 
tion to this hill among our people. This 
will be allayed by rhe adoption of the 
proposition in my amendment. And as 
to the Puerto Ricans, they would be 
quite satisfied by the levying and col- 
lecting of internal1 revenue taxes on rum 
and tobacco." 


All sorts of arguments, Mr. Davis ?aid, 


had been urged in support of a tariff on 
Puerto Rican products. First it was 
charity, but that had been swept away 
by the'- passage of the $2.0J)0,000 appro- 


'priation bill. Then it was that "beyond 


Puerto Rico lie the Philippines." 


"When we come to deal with the 


Philippines question we will take care 
of that. Puerto Rico is little more than 
700 miles Jrom our coast; the Philip- 
pines are 
8000, and Puerto Rico is 


naturally a part^f the North American 
Jurisdiction; the Philippines are a. part 
of the domain of Asia. Against the 
product and people of the Philippines, 
when the time comes, the rights of 
American labor will be protected by any 
party that may be in power." 


Mr. Davis said it was inconsistent to 


extend our laws relating to the coast- 
wise trade to the island and not extend 
our tariff laws. As to the feeling in the 
country upon the question, he said: "I 
think I would be as firm as anybody 
under a sudden, transitory public mani- 
festation of feeling, but when that senti- 
ment speaks to us week after week, in 
constantly swelling volume, we must 
take heed of It. This question is well 
understood by the people. 


"They understand well, too, that upon 


fli?tilled spirits and tobacco there is not 
an imposition of a mill of taxation by 
this bill. The subjects of taxation upon 
wfilch we place heavy burdens go scot 
free on th° island of Puerto Rioo. And 
what do they propose as an exchange for 
that kifcd of taxation? Why, the im- 
position of a tariff. It is so easy to place 
a tax upon these articles that I shall be 
surprised if the proposition to do so does 
not mpet the approval of congress and 
the people. What are the people going 
to say if this bill passes? They will say: 
'Free ruin and a tax on the flour the peo- 
ple eat.' " 


Mr. Davis said that no man could tell 


how much thr- tariff would yield, and as 
no man could say that the export tax was 
flCfstitutional it seemed to him that there 
Ought to be no hesitation as to the course 
to be pursued. 


In conclusion he said: "In my judg- 


•lent the only course for us is to abandon 
this pernicious mockery of a tariff be- 
tween Puerto Riro and the United States 
F.nd return to the pathway of plain 
duty." 


Thf- house- devoted practically the

which amounted to more than $12,000. 
The bonds desired by the directors were 
purchased,

v ade by a draft on New York, which In 
turn was protested. 


It appears, also, that on all loans made 


fcy Mussey to McCt^re he charged 6 
percent, and in thic way he realized 
about $8700 on his transactions with the 
-nusic dealer, to whom he claims to have 
given the sum which he is aceused of 
taking f-rorn the bank. 
The notes given 


by McClure and indorsed by H. O. Ed- 
eon were all made payable to McClure's 
order, and they were kept in Mussey's 
private desk, to which no one but him- 
self had access.

Of the Government's Side in Ke- 


gard to Charges Made by 


Ex-Consul Macrum 


"Washington, March 29.—Secretary Hay 


submitted to the house foreign affairs 
committee (yesterday a letter giving the 
.official 
view of the Macrum case. 


Charles R Macrum, ex-consul at Pre- 
toria, was summnoed to testify before 
the committee. 


The most important statement made 


by Maorum was that & request for me- 
diation was addressed to a/nd refused by 
the United States. He declared that he 
and Colonel Stowe, American consul 
general at Cape Town, had a conference 
with Fresid&nt Steyn of the Orange Free 
State at Blosmfontein on Sept. 12. 


At that time war seemed certain and 


"President Steyn asked Colonel Stowe 
to request of the President of the United 
States a settlement of the difficulty." 
ColbneJ^Stowe, Macrum says, at once 
cabled this request to the state depart- 
ment and informed Maorum by letter in 
October that he had received an unfav- 
orable reply. 


This statement areated a sensation in 


the committee. Asked if he had Stowe's 
letter, he replied that this letter was at 
the consulate in Pretoria, but he thought 
he had a copy of it In hly papers at home. 


He w.0nt over the 'exchange of tele- 


grams with the state department rela- 
tive to his leave, but as these were in 
the cipher of the department, the com- 
mittee did not call for them. 


He stated that his reason for not mak- 


ing a report to the state department on 
the conditions in South Africa was that 
when he called on Assistant Secretary of 
State Hill, he said to Mr. Hill that he 
understood that he had been relieved. 
Mr. Hill responded that this was true. 
Under such circumstances, Mr. Macrum 
said, he had no report to make to the 
department. 
He endeavored, however, 


to see the secretary of state, but was 
told that Mr. Hay was out. 


After hearing Mr. Macrum the com- 


mittee went into executive session. 
Chairman Hitt presented a letter from 
Secretary Hay giving in detail the de- 
partment's view on the Bubject. 
The 


commit/tee took no action as to making 
a report, and it was stated by members 
that there was nothing: to be done beyond 
talcing the testimony. 


Secretary Hay's letter giving the offi- 


cial view of the case, said in part: "Up 
to this date, Mr. Macrum, late consul of 
the United States at Pretoria, has made 
no representations to this department 
in regard to the opening of his mail by 
the British authorities. 


"Although, without any information 


except the allegations of Mr. Macrum, to 
which a reference was made in a resolu- 
tion of the house of representatives, mak- 
ing certain inquiries of this department, 
I mentioned the matter to the British am- 
bassador, who made inquiry in regard to 
it of the British government, and was 
informed in return that the British gov- 
ernment was not aware of any such in- 
cident having taken place, but if any- 
thing of the sort had occurred, it was 
contrary to the instructions of that gov- 
ernment." 


"I received no further information in 


regard to the matter until March 21, 
when this government was Informed by 
a dispatch from Mr. Stowe, consul gen- 
eral of the United States at Cape Town, 
that 'two letters from this consulate, one 
to Pretoria and one to Lourenzo Mar- 
quez, were opened by the censor at Dur- 
ban. Upon notice of this I called upon 
the high commissioner, who wired Dur- 
ban and a very satisfactory apology was 
returned.' 


"This ,is all the information possessed 


by this department in reigard to the In- 
cident." 


Accompanying the letter is voluminous 


correspondence in reference to certain 
allegations as to our consuls in South 
Africa having been approached with 
suggestions of mediation, which, in ef- 
fect, deny Macrum's charges. 


Secretary Hay Bays in conclusion that 


the temporary csflsul recommended by 
Macrum was a fugitive from justice.

That many mistaken estimates were 


made of Boer strength and guile w^hilo 
Methucu's force remained pab.sive in 
front of it is clear from the following 
accounts of a personal inspection of 
Magersfontcin, written by the London 
Daily Telegraph's correspondent after 
the Boers had evacuated the slaughter 
place of the highlauders: 


We looked in vain for the "eight foot 


wire entanglements" of which we had 
read so much from the pens'of hyster- 
ical and pi-ftbubly rather frightened 
young soldiers after the Magersl'ontein 
mishap. Instead of an entanglement 
there was only a simple wire boundary 
fence, not continuous, but placed at in- 
tervals along the line of trenches aud 
hung with strips of beef drying into 
biltong. Tuis comestible was probably 
a more formidable obstacle than the 
poor little fence on which it was hung. 
Then we looked fur the deep trenches 
—underground dwellings deep enough 
to engulf man aud horse—of which we 
had also heard. Disappointment again 
—a simple trench, or, rather, a double 
row of simple trenches, deep to mid- 
thigh, very narrow and well protected 
by head cover of sandbags and a slight 
breastwork. The trace was as simple 
as the profile and confined its complica- 
tions to a slight waviness of plan and 
an occasional traverse to minimize the 
effect of shell lire. The most notice- 
able fact with regard to the trenches 
was that the back of the front trench 
was always left quite clear, so as not 
to interfere with 'the fire of the second 
line. 


All along the trenches lay skins, 


coats, karosses, cooking utensils, food 
and cartridges, giving us the first indi- 
cation we had had that the retreat had 
been anything but an orderly one. 
From the trenches it was but a step to 
the gun emplacements. Here, our good 
friends, the gunners, had told us, we 
should find traveling and disappearing 
carriages and every other artifice 
known to the Royal artillery mind. 
Again were we greeted with the very 
simplest plans to minimize the ..effect 
of shell fire, a high embrasure cover- 
ing the gun and sharp slope of the 
ground behind it, and a deep recess cut 
in the solid rock provided all the pro- 
tection necessary to enable Albrecht's 
Germans to live through nearly 12 
•weeks of lyddite and common shell. 
One gun had, it is true, been demolish- 
ed, as testified by an explosion three 
•weeks ago and corroborated by the' 
fragments of twisted iron and wood 
work littering the emplacement, but 
the others, protected by their simple 
sandbags and the troublesome per- 
spective of the iron stone kopjes, had 
maintained a fairly regular and ac- 
curate fire for two months of our win- 
! ter at Modder river. 


anxious to see how they would "com- 
port themselves in the face of the ene- 
my. Not only was It their first fighting 
effort, but1 it was their debut in the 
saddle, as until a week previous they 
had simply been infantrymen, and not 
a dozen of them had ever been in tba 
hands of a niour-'-ecl drill instructor. 


A body of scovw ran upon a larga 


body of the enemy near Pottsberg 
farm in a deep and shady ravine. Thq 
enemy was trying to evade notice, 
but that was now impossible.

moment rilies were ringing on the 
air, and after that first volley the lit- 
tle band of Australians wheeled and 
galloped for the open country-

meant certain death to every or.e of 
the half ilo/cu who comprised the 
picket, so they did their duty-thej} 
fired aud rode for the veldt. In a IV-.v 
seconds Uoors were dashing out of the 
kopjes on all bides, trying to cut tha 
small baud of Australians oil or siiuoo 
tl'.em uovva. But the Australians knew 
their game. They or-vaed out, so that 
each'auin was practically riding aloue. 


The Boers could do little with them. 


Those who stood by the guns noticed 
that very large numbers of men in the 
Boer ranks weie either niggers or half 
castes, and it was also very noticeable 
that they knew but little about the use 
of the riile. They lired high and wide, 
and, notwithstanding the fact that they, 
poured their ammunition away in, 
wholesale fashion, tiiey did little harm 
worth mentioning, although many of 
them fired at little more than pistol 
range. Thgy were simply crazed with 
excitement and did not succeed in cut- 
ting off a single member of that ad* 
venturous band. Whenever an Aus- 
tralian found himseJ* in a tight place 
he simply dug his sp^-r-s into his horse's 
flanks, lifted his rlfie and blazed into 
the ranks of the foe. If his horse was 
shot dead under him, he coo-eed to hlsi 
mates and kept his rifle busy, and ev- 
ery time the coo-ee rang out over tha 
whispering veldt the Australians tun*- 
ed in their saddles, and, Aiding as tha 
men from the southland can ride, they, 
dashed to the rescue and did not leara 
a single man in the hands of the en« 
emy. 


Many a gallant deed was done that 


day by officers and men. Captain Moor 
gave one fellow his horse and made ai 
dash for liberty on foot, bat he would 
have failed in his effort had not Lieu- 
tenant Darling, a West Australian boy, 
ridden to his aid, and together the two 
officers on the one horse got back to 
the shelter of the guns. The enemy, 
still blazed away in the wildest and 
most farcical fashion. Had they been 
Boer hunters or marksmen very few 
of the West Australians would ever 
have got across that strip of veldt alive. 
As it was only two of them got wound- 
ed, none was killed, one or two horsea 
were shot dead, and then the big guns 
got to work in grim earnest.

DESIRED BY SPAIN: 
^ 


American 
Machinery 
Is 
Rapidly 


Finding: Favor In That Country. 
New York manufacturers, particular- 


ly the manufacturers of machinery, re- 
port that so far as business goes there 
are little or no effects left of the Span- 
ish-American war, says the New York 
Commercial. 
Business relations be- 


tween the two countries are being re- 
sumed much more quickly than they 
were between the north and the south 
after the civil war. 


One of the most recent bits of evi- 


dence as to this state of affairs is fur- 
nished by J. F. Vallatta, a merchant of 
Barcelona, who says that the largest 
customers for machinery in Spain de-1 
sire to give preference to American 
manufacturers. He spoke of one con- 
cern In particular, with a capital aud 
surplus of over §3,500,000, that pro- 
poses to install a sugar plant, and tho 
stipulation Is that its order shall first 
be placed with American-manufactur- 
ers. 


Evidently the object lesson by which 


Spain was taught the superiority of 
American made guns has impressed 
Spanish business men with the fact 
that everything that comes from the 
United States is the best of its kind.

THE 
CONSTITUTION 
DOES NOT 


EXTEND 


An authority on constitutional law 


furnishes the Evening- "Wisconsin with 
the following supreme court decisions 
and deductions on the question of the 
constitution and newly acquired terri- 
tory: 


The constitution and statutes are not 


aelf operative. Upon the admission of 
a new state to the Union two statutes 
are necessary. (1) Admitting the state 
and thus putting in operation the con- 
stitution over that territory as a state 
(2) Extending the laws of the United 
States over the new state. 


Section 1891, R. S. U. S., makes the 


constitution and la>ws operative over or- 
ganized territories. This leaves unor- 
ganized territory, colonies, dependen- 
cies or provinces outside of the opera- 
tion of the constitution and the laws 
except as especially provided by con- 
gress. 


Annexing territory (unorganized) de- 


rives no rights from the constitution, 
but only such as were stipulated in the 
treaty or as are granted by Its new 
master.— 1 Pet. f>42. Because they are 
not organized under the constitution, 
but are created by Congress and sub- 
ject to its jurisdiction and control ex- 
clusively.—9 How. 252. 
The 
power 


granted to territories1 is measured en- 
tirely by the organic act of Congress in 
each case and is subject at all times to 
such changes as congress may see fit 
to make.—IS Wall. 319, 139 U. S. 446. 
(Thus under our form of government 
the inhabitants so long as such terri- 
tory remains unorganized do not pos- 
sess the inalienable rights guaranteed 
by the constitution to the citizens of 
organized territories, and states. Upon 
this subject th& supreme court 
has 


said: "Doubtless Congress in legislat- 
ing for the territories would be sub- 
ject to those fundamental limitations In 
favor of personal rights which are 
formulated in the constitution and its 
amendments, but these 
limitations 


would "'exist rather by Inference and 
the general spirit of the (constitution, 
from which Congress derives all Its 
powers, than by any express and direct 
application of Its provisions."--136 U, 
S. 44, 170 U. S. 349. 


It therefore follows that the Inhabit- 


ants of ceded territory are not within 


,0ft'* 


government vouchsafed to every state 
by the- Constitution, and that as a mat- 
ter of absolute right they -are subject 
to the wisdom or otherwise of congress 
and to such control and disposition of 
themselves and their property as it 
may see flt to apply—It may banish 
them entirely from the country and 
confiscate their property.—8 Crunch, 
122; 140 U. S. 356. 


Nor are such inhabitants citizens. 


There is no citizenship of a territory. 
There is only citizenship of a state and 
of the United States. The 2d sec. of 
art. 4 of the constitution guarantees to 
the citizens cf u state the privileges of 
citizens of the several states. Not being 
thus endowed, such inhabitants can on- 
ly become citizens of the United States 
by naturalization, and this may be 
dune i>j general law or treaty. Neither 
of th^se thing's has been done respect- 
ing these new acaulsitions, and hence 
th«y are not citizens. Nor can those 
who are born within these acquisitions 
after the cession become Citizens ex- 
cept by the act of congress.—92 U. S. 
542-16 Wall: 73-112 U. S. 101; 169 U. S. 
Tui. Iti'J U. S. 693. 


The inhabitants of these ceded coun- 


tries may therefore be taxed without 
representation, and the Malay portion 
of the Philippine Islands including Ag- 
uinaldo and his people, may be exclud- 
ed from immigrating to this country 
under the exclusion act, and until con- 
gress makes the constitution and the 
laws apply to such territory they do 
not apply, the tariff laws are not en- 
forced in such teritoriea and the in- 
habitants mav be subject to such tar- 
iff or taxation as congress may impose, 
and until congress acts, such territory 
is under the direct control, suoervision 
and government of the president. 


These principles have been applied 


heretofore in, our history. 
"Louisiana 


was ceded in 1S03 and part of It was 
organized as a territory the following 
year, and the state was admitted in 
1812. 
The treaty by which it was ac- 


quired gave a preference of 23 Der cent, 
on, French and Spanish imnorts over 
what obtained elsewhere in the United 
States, and this tariff was in force un- 
til the admission of the state. Florida 
was ceded in 1819. Until congress had 
made our laws operative in that ter- 
ritory it was held that ?ood* imported 
from Florida into other parts of the 
United States were liable to an import 
duty as if such goods had been im- 
ported from France or any other for- 
eign country. The supreme court said, 
'•although Florida had become a part 
of the United States and was in our 
possession, yet under our revenue laws 
its ports must be regarded as foreign 
until they are established as domestic 
by act of congress."—9 How. 617. And 
an instance occurred during our war 
with Mexico, while we were for two 
years, and before the treatir of peace 
in r>ossesion of at least one Mexican 
port, which during such time was to all 
intents and purposes American terri- 
tory. " Vessels arriving- at home ports 
from Mexican ports so in possession of 
our armies and governed by the pres- 
ident as commander-in-chief of the 
army of the United States were In 
every case treated as if clearing from 
a foreign port and the duties exacted 
which were levied upon like goods from 
foreign ports.—9 How. 616.

'BROKER'S NOVEL SCHEME., 


Bny» 1,OOO,00« Ticket* to Sell to Par- 


IB Exposition Visitor*. 


3. R. F. Allen, an American ticket 


btoker, has bought 1,000,000 tickets of 
admittance to the Paris exposition and 
will sell them in Paris during the ex- 
position season, says the Chicago In- 
ter Ocean. It is said that he bought 
them for half price, which would mean 
an outlay of between 600,000 and 700,- 
000 francs, and his scheme is to- dis- 
pose of them at full price and pocket 
the profits. The deal was made recent- 
ly through an agent of Allen's in Paris. 


Mr. Allen passed through Chicago re- 


cently on his way to Paris. He did not 
talk to any newspaper men, but con- 
fided his plans in H. J. Brubaker, who 
for seven years has managed the ticket 
business of the whaleback Christopher 
Columbus and who has had dealings 
with Allen. 


"Mr. Allen is the most unique man in 


his Hue in the United States," said Mr. 
Brubaker. "I first became acquainted 
with him when he telegraphed the 
Whaleback company about three sum- 
mers ago, asking if we would sell him 
2,500 tickets to Milwaukee and return 
for $2,000. The price of the tickets was 
§1 apiece, but we sold them to him at 
75 cents. It struck us as a novel propo- 
sition, and we watched him with inter- 
est. The way he worked it was to put 
on a showy uniform and stand on the 
approach to the dock with tickets to 
sell. He had a uniformed helper, too, 
and between them they sold the tickets 
in a couple of weeks, and he was $500 
ahead. Allen has traveled all over the 
country following this line of business. 
At the Philadelphia exposition be 
bought 20,000 tickets for $4,000 and 
sold them all at the regular price, 25 
cents apiece, making $5,000 on the 
deal. 


"He paid cash for the Paris exposi- 


tion tickets, and I understand he got 
them at half price. Of course there is 
no place to sell them except in Paris, 
and 1,000,000 tickets is a big number to 
dispose of, but be will doubtless suc- 
ceed there as he has everywhere else."

The substitution of African flowers for 
the usual hothouse roses appealed to 
tbe patriotic feelings of the crowds 
gathered about the palace, and each of 
the guests who carried them was greet- 
ed with hearty British cheers. The 
Ixia is a genus of bulbous plants con- 
taining about 25 species, all natives of 
South Africa. 
The flowers grow on 


spikes, either single or branched, and 
are found in many colors from pure 
white to dark red. The leaves are nar- 
row and slender. 


They may be cultivated either from 


seeds or from cuttings and are ex- 
tremely attractive when grown as pot 
plants. When bulbs are used, they are 
planted In the fall, and the pots are 
covered with ashes during the winter, 
little water being required until the 
flower spikes appear above the surface 
of the ground. 
Then they must be 


given plenty of both light and water. 
It Is expected that, with, the prestige 
of the reception given at the drawing 
room behind them, the ixias will be- 
come popular in both England and in 
the United States, says the Chicago 
Tribune. The genus has not yet been 
introduced In Chicago.

similar announcement for years. 


The first news that most of the citi- 


zens had of it was the ringing of every 
be!! and the blowing of every; whistle 
in the city at noon today. This was 
followed shortly by the appearance of 
flags on nearly all the business blocks, 
and this afternoon store keeoers were 
busy decorating their stores and 
blocks. 


Everybody in Pittsfleld wore a smile 


when 
the 
newsi become generally 


known and probably there is no hap- 
pier place in the country this afternoon 
than the county seat. 


Thie announcement means every- 


thing1 to Pittsfield. since the removal 
of the Stanley works would have re- 
sulted in what was freely promised as 
the killing of the city. It is not mere- 
ly the fact that the works will remain, 
but that they will be greatly enlarged, 
that makes the announcement of such 
great importance. 
The capital stock 


has been increased from $600,000 to $2,- 
000,000 and within a year Pittsfleld will 
have one of the biggest plants of tfie 
kind in the country. 


Plans will begin at once for the new 


plant, and all the new buildings will 
be completed by January 1 of next 
year. The location has not been fixed. 


NEW HEADLIGHT A SUCCESS 


Invention of F. L. Rand Now in Use on 


,. 
the Railroad 


There is now every reason to believe 


that the new acetylene gas locomotive 
headilight, inyerrted by F. L. Band of 
this city, will prove most successful. 
The light was first piaced on a Fitch- 
burg railroad "pusher," an engine used 
in pushing freight trains up the heavy 
grade to Hoosac tunnel, and was used 
one week,'with complete success. It 
was then seat to Fitchburg for trial on 
a passenger engine, but Mr. Rand ha<; 
received no report from that quarter, 
and does not know whethar the Experi- 
ment has been made or not. 


In the meantime engine 204 of thp 


Pittafleld and North Adams road, run 
by Engineer Edgar Brewer of this city, 
was equipped with a light which Ea« 
been in use for a week, and the re- 
sults are highly satisfactory. Engin- 
eer Brewer says he can see nearlr 
twice as far by this light as he can bv 
the kerosene li°:ht which is comomnly 
used and that he can distlng-uioh an 
object on the track a quarter of a- mil? 
ahead. 


The light is so strong that the second 


hand on a watch can be p'.ainily seen 
by it at a distance of 300 feet The re- 
flector of the headlight, wher one looks 
squarely at it, looks like the sun 
and is very trying to the eves, and 
the beholder is greatly surnrisefl when 
he gets near the light to see the dimin- 
utiveness of the flame, which is not as 
large as that of a kerosene lamp, such 
as is used in headlights. 


The lisrht in use on engine 204 is of 


50-candle power. A stronger light could 
be supplied but it is not considered ne- 
cessary. The expense is not worth con 
sidering. Mr. Rand says a 50-candle 
light can be run for one cent an hour 
The care of the lligJlt is also easy an,: 
simple. 
Engrniieer Brewer says it ip 


less trouble than to take care of a ker- 
osene lamp. The generator, which is 
placed on a shelf at the rear of the 
headlight, will hold enough carbide to 
run the lig'ht for 24 hours. 


Additional advantages of the light 


are that it can be more easily lighted 
in the wind, and is less liable to blcro 
out, but these are minor considerations 
as there is not much, trouble from 
headlights blowing out, though it oc- 
casionally happens. Another advantage 
of the gas headlight will be, should 
ri 


more extended test justify oresent ex- 
pectations, that the gas can be piped 
tr> the cab and sidelights, thus fur- 
nishing much stronger light at all 
points and doing away entirely with 
the use of lamos.

TUNNEL FAN EXPERIMENTS 


To Begin Again Shortly. Man to be 


Stationed at Central Shaft

Last fa;i the load 
considered the question of putting in a 
larger fan or increasing, ihe power, 
but it has now been decided to make 
further experiments. 


The fan will be run from 7 in the

Tlvs t'n-.e i 
man will be stationed in the tunnel 
at the central snafu 10 maKe constant 
observations. THjere is little doubt that 
n-ew machinery of some kind will have 
to be secured before the tunnel can 
be cleared of smoke the year round,, 
but the officials are not readi to deter- 
mine just what is necessary without 
these continued Experiments. 


The fan will be run all summer as it 


was last fall, and as much next winter 
as possible, and next spring it is prob- 
i-ble that the new machinery will be in- 
stalled.

Days Set Apart For Profeulonala 


and Amateur* — Croquet Will Be 
Flayed on Sunday* — Race* Arc 
Scheduled For Automobile* — Cy- 
cling Cooxtciti to Continue For a 
Week. 


Elaborate arrangements for the ath- 


letic events of the Paris exposition of 
IftOO have been completed by the com- 
mission superkure, says the Chicago 
Times-Herald. Nations will be pitted 
against nations. Games popular in one 
country will vie for supremacy with 
rival sports. Belgium will come to the 
French capital to show the English 
anil the French ,and the Germans how 
to play the game of football. France 
in turn will try to demonstrate its su- 
periority over Belgium in the game of 
hockey. 
And in foot races, hurdle 


jumping and other athletic events the 
teams from different nations will exert 
themselves to win honors and prizes 
which have been offered by the Paris 
commission. 


Beginning with July 1 tie profes- 


sional tournaments for the world's 
championships will inaugurate the sea- 
son's contests. Races will include dis- 
tances from 100 meters to 1,500, and 
t&e prizes will range from $100 to $8. 
Two days later will come the big six | 
hours' ran, and with it three l#gged 
races and leapfrog contests. In addi- 
tion there will be the long jump, weight ' 
throwing, the high jump and the 5,000 . 
meter run. 
Applications are due be- 


fore May 31, 


The amateur races will begin July 15 


and continue for four days. Repre- 
sentatives of the colleges and clubs of 
the .nations will compete for the 
world's championship in hurdles, foot 
races, steeplechases, high and long 
jumps, pole vaulting, weight throwing, 
quoit pitching and other events which 
collegians especially have set their 
hearts upon winning. Among the in- 
teresting events will be the tug of war 
and the international team race, 5,000 
meters, five men to a team.- For these 
events application must be In before 
July 14. 


With the month of September, while 


the college teams in America are train- 
ing for the fall fights on the gridiron, 
teams from foreign countries will be 
playing Rugby and association football 
on the Bois de Vlncennes, in the neigh- 
borhood of the lake of Dumesnil. On 
Sept. 16 the first match will be played 
between the French and Swiss teams. 
Then the Parisians will be matched in 
turn against the Germans and the Bel- • 
gians and finally against the English. 
In each case the winning team will re- 
ceive an art prize and each individual a 
souvenir. Applications must be receiv- 
ed by Aug. 15. The Rugby games will 
be played In October, and the applica- 
tions are due Sept 15. Hockey in turn 
will attract Its share of attention be- 
cause of the nations represented, and ' 
cricket will call forth the best talent , 
from England, France, Holland and 
Belgium. The lawn tennis season will 
begin July 6. 


Bowling, which has become In Amer- 


ica and other countries one of the most 
popular among modern games, has 
been arranged to take up the week be- 
ginning Aug. 15. The rules will be the 
same as the last tournament of Mar- 
seilles, with a change in the drawing. 
Baseball will be confined to an exhibi- 
tion match between two American 
teams. Lacrosse matches will be play- 
ed July 29 and following days. 


Sunday sports arc not to be entirely 


barred from the exposition, but the 
honor of appearing on that day will be 
accorded only to the game of croquet. 
The international tournament in this 
sport will begin June 24 and will be 
played out during the following .Sun- 
days. There will be a championship 
game in singles and one baC by points, 
and prizes will be given in the nature 
of souvenirs. This will be one of the 
earliest athletic events, and applica- 
tions must be in before May 31. 


Exhaustive rules for the gymnastic 


tournaments have been made. The in- 
ternational championship contests will 
take place July 20 and 30. There will 
be barred from entrance all persons 
who have protested against decisions 
and those not fully 18 years old. The 
gross amount of the prizes is estimated 
to be 20,000 francs. In the exercises 
will be fixed bars, the parallel bars, the 
rings and vaults and the jumps and the 
ropes. 


Unusual interest has been taken in 


the arrangements for the automobile 
contests, and France herself Js expect- 
ed to take a conspicuous part in the 
tournaments. The committee of the 
Automobile Club of France is in charge 
of the contests, and to this club entries 
should be addressed. 
Runs will be 


made in the different classes for vary- 
ing distances. The automobile touring 
carriages will race in the month of 
May and cabs and delivery wagons in 
the month of June. Contests of speed 
for all vehicles will be held in the 
month of July, and the prizes will 
range from 8,000 to 1,000 francs, in all 
making a total of 39,000 francs. In Au- 
gust doiturettes (small carriages) will 
have their turn, in September the light- 
weight automobiles and in October the 
heavyweight automobiles. 


Cycling contests will begin Sept. 9 


and continue for one week. On the first 
day the race will be run for the grandi 
prize of the exposition and also for the 
international handicap. On-the second! 
day the interreglon race will be reserv- 
ed for Frenchmen. Other races during 
the following days will be run as na- 
tional and International contests, and 
in all the rules of the Union Velocipe-, 
dkiue de France will be observed.

" FOR LONDON'S'DEFENSE. \i 
ISritish Capital's Port* Being Rearm- 


ed Against Foreign Invasion. 


To many readers the information 


that serious steps have been and are 
being taken to defend London against 
attack will doubtless come as a sur- 
prise, says Cassell's Magazine. Those 
who are responsible for the national 
defenses have based their action, on the 
theory that if we were unhappily in- 
volved in war with a powerful Euro- 
pean coalition and if, still more unhap- 
pily, a disaster to our navy deprived 
us for awhile of the command of the 
sea an attempt would be made to in- 
vade England and seize London. 


The bold chalk ridge of the North 


Downs is thus the southern wall of 
London. The line of selected positions 
extends for 36 miles from the Hog's 
Back on the right to Halstead, in Kent, 
on the left. 
On the other side of the 


river there is another series of posi- 
tions selected, running from Tilbury. 
on the Thames, by Brentwood, to Ep- 
ping, to protect London against an 
attack coming through Essex. On the 
northwest positions have been chosen 
about Berkhamstead, in the hilterns. 
Between the left of tbc southern line 
and the right of the Essex positions 
lies the great waterway of the Thames, 
defended by groups of forts. 


There are two groups of forts to 


guard the river. First, on the broad 
estuary that forms the actual moutb 
of the river, there are the forts of 
Sheerness, with the 
efenses of Chat- 


ham behind them, 
farther up there 


is another group of forts to bar the 
narrow passage of the river at the 
sharp bend just below Gravesend. Sev- 
eral of these forts are, it must be ad- 
mitted, somewhat antiquated and un- 
satisfactory' structures, armed with 
what a sporting mai} would call ''rath- 
er a scratch lot" of guns. 
Tbe old

among them. But they are now being 
rearmed with beavy modern guns and 
quick firers. One good modern bat- 
tery has been constructed lately on a

CMtfornta Movtn* to Protect Bat 


on the Cout. 


too, is moving in the pro- 


tection of bar birds. For .a long parted 
"the egg gatherers" have made a prof- 
itable business by robbing the nests of 
the sea birds on ths Farallone Islands, 
which lay some 30 miles distant from 
San' Francisco, aays the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. The egg of the California 
murre was a marketable commodity,, 
being used In the San PrancWo res- 
taurants for omelets and In different 
varieties of cooking. The shell is so 
tough that the egga can be tossed 
about like cobblestones, making an 
exceptionally easy cargo to handle. 


Parties of Greek fishermen made a 


practice of camping upon the Faral- 
lones during the egging season and 
gathering enough eggs to keep one of 
their largest craft constantly employed 
transporting them to town. Upon es- 
tablishing themselves upon the island 
they would go first about the accessible 
area occupied by the birds and destroy 
every egg which could be found. 
A 


day or two later they would repeat 
their visit, gathering a large supply of 
fresh eggs. 
These visits we're con- 


tinued every second or third day of the 
season until the resources of the birds 
were aboat exhausted. 
The eggera 


wore rope shoes to make their footing 
secure upon the dangerous rocky 
fedges, and the fronts of their shirts 
were converted Into great pockets in 
which to carry the plunder. Ropes, to 
which the men could cling ae they ad- 
vanced, were secured to the rocks to 
the more perilous places.

visited by any English ktag until near- 
ly 300 years had passed, when, to 1688, 
James II arrived there, but was ex- 
pelled two years afterward by Wil- 
liam III. Then, after a lapse of 130 
years, royalty again went to Ireland 
in the person of George IV, whose visit 
lasted from Aug. 5 to Sept 3, 182L 
Queen Victoria has .paid three visits 
before this to Ireland. They were on 
Aug. 6, 18^9; Aug. 29, 1850, and Aug: 
21, 1S61. The queen, with the sole ex* 
ception of Richard II, who was in Ire- 
land twice, is the only English mon- 
arch who has paid more than one visit 
to that country.

Chaplain of Fort Massachusetts 


Those interested in Fort Mfissachu- 


setts will be glad to know of a book 
just published by the Congregational 
church in East Hampton, Connecticut. 
The first pastor of the church was John 
Norton, who was 
chaplain of Fort 


Massachusetts at the time of its cap- 
ture by the French and Indians. The 
book referred to contains an account 
of the 150th anniversary of the church, 
also many ^arly records for which 
genealogists are so eager ia these 
days. At the anniversary, Martin L. 
Roberts, of New Haven an earnest and 
careful student of the early days in 
Connecticut, gave a reliable and care- 
fully prepared sketch of John Norton's 
life. This brave chaplain of the old 
fort was carried a prisoner to Quebec 
and wrote and published the story of 
his imprisonment, from which Prof. A. 
L. Perry makes copious extracts in his 
book, "Origins in Williamstown." In 
1748, 
not long after hisvjmprisonment 


in Canada, he was ordaatied pastor of 
the church in East Hampton, Conn,, 
where he served for 30 years, till his 
death. His pulpit is now occupied by 
Rev. William Slade, formerly pastor ot 
the Congregational 
chfcrch 
In Wil- 


liamstown. 


The appointment of Edward P. Pierce 


of Fitchburg- as a justice of the super- 
ior court to succeed, Justice Dewey, an-

Arguments were heard from Inspec- 


tor Dam! and Lawyer Couch on the 
question of sentence. Mr. Couch ar- 
gued that no fine should be imposed 
as it W.LS the first offense, and that the 
cases should be filed oway with the 
understanding- that violation of the 
law should cease at once. Inspector 
Dam argued that the violation of 
the law had been flagrant, as he had 
called at the factory and explained 
the law and left warning's. In ssite of 
this, the overtime work had gone on, 
and he thoug-ht that the case called for 
a fin-e. 


The question then rose as to whether 


Mr. Clark was responsible, inasmuch as 
Mr. Bond had enti»3 charg-e of the work 
at the factory. Inspector Dam agreed 
that he did not think it necessary that 
Mr. Clark be held, and judgments of 
not guilty for Mr. Clark and snilty for 
Mr. Bond were entered. Mr. Bond was 
fined 50, which was paid. 


The offense complained of consisted 


in the working of women and minors 
overtime. 
The state laws allow 58 


hours a week work by women and 
minors, and the hours as set for the 
biscuit factory are from 8 to 12 and 
from 1 to 7, closing at 4 on Saturdays. 
Inspector Dam. found Women working 
late in the evening, and the same wo- 
men asrain at work the next morning 
before 8 o'clock. 


There was much interest in the case, 


as it was the first that has been 
brought in this city since the inspect- 
or's appointment here.
